The whola 
ayatem of Government in China is wr 
High officials are only allowod a trifling 
amount of salsry, and therefore aro obliged 
lo aqueezs every one aqueeaesble in order 
that they may carich themaelves and be in 
@ position to’ present. large gifts to their 
superiors from whors their next appoint- 
ments are to come, ' Obins,’ as Mr Norman 
wrote’in the Contemporary the year before 
last, ‘Obina stands tor durkness and savs- 
yery. Her science {s ludicrous auperatition, 
het law ia barbarous, her punishments are 
awful, her politica are corraption, her ideals 
are isolation and atngnation. {n thourands 
of Yamena throughout China men are tor- 
tured ayaty doy, hung up by tho thumbs, 
forced to kneel‘op chains, broken with 
heavy bamboos, their ankles cracked, their 
‘limbs lroken,’ Tf this is the character of 
those who govern what is that of tho paoplo 
likaly te be? ‘To say that no’ regenerating 
‘riticiple is, noeded in China beyond the 
teachings of Confuciotis is ta deny the most 
patent facts, and yet Mr Hayllar, once a ra- 
sidont of Hongkong, in an: srticla contri- 
buted: to the Nineteenth Centyry on tbe 
Kuchong Massacre saya that ‘thors do not 
exist any reasons for the Christianizing of 
Ohina oxcept from tho standpoint of the 
missionavies themuelves.’ All wo can say, 
in reply to such a wild statement is that 
all the reasona for the Chriatianizing of 
the Roman Empieo by which Baglaud and 
other countries of Hurope have bencfitted 
atil! exist for the Cbristianisaticn of Obina. 
Every advance in Christian Missions iso 
step in civilization, The minds of thoso to 
brought uoder Christian influence sro opsn- 
ed to think of the purpose of life and 
méaning ; hearts are touched with sympa- 
thy and compassion for the wenk and the 
ignorant and the poor, A new livht is 
thrown ott lifé and old evil customs got 
giadually changed. Bat thie takes 
years with: individuals, contucios with 
nations. ~ Barbatous customs and - laws 
dia hatd, Obristianity took hundreds 
af goats before it ‘began, to touch the 
ruling claesoa in the Roman: Empire, sod 
even yot, after two millenniima, muogh re- 
mains-to bo done in Christian eouniries,- 
Bat the sood is there,-and it has still Its 
Loncient power, Go will{t be with Obins, 
After nearly a hundred yours of work, all 
we Qa aay | id thot tho. beginnings ‘of 
Gheiatianity are. manifest in almost-every 
Provinds of Ohins..” Thera are thousands 
of true ‘native Curiatians se.ttoted up and 
down in:the dountey. . These ara the. reed 
of the fatore,: Thare are nedoubt. many 
sonyorts wha are not true, “busthetia cot 
confined to missions in China “Have you 
ever ttied fo realita the position of the ttid 
native oanvert among: his ilar on 
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ot him in  recunt missionary msgazide. By 
his baptism he incurs the hatrod of his 
relatives and friends. Ho ‘cannot any. 
fonger take part in the idolatroua rites of 
ancéatral worship and so he is cast out by 
h's relatives, Last year in one of the dis. 
tricts of Fukien Provinoe the houses of 
Obristiaan refusing to contribute (o the 
reliyious ceremonivs and prooassions j 
wero torn down, and the families thrust 
homeless into tha atreets.. Xf the convert 
belongs. to the scholarly or the 
Oficial Oless, all hope of his promotion ia 
atan end, Such convorts, too, shaw their 
sincerity by faithfulness to Christianity and 
to their teachers ia time of porsccution. 
Yn the recent ricts“in Szchuen Province 
when Ghucchea, Schools and other Mission 
proparty were destroyed and the Miesian- 
aries were cumpelled to leave, the Native 
Uhriatians stand manfully by them, rondar- 
ing aid 44 far na possible ; and aflatwards, 
notwithstanding the sbsence of their pac- 
tors, they met together, whonever praotl- 
cable, for Chriatian worship. It ia true 
that native converts ate employed in the 
Missions ia varivus capiekies na Oa- 
techists, toachors of schools, uasistants iv 
hospitals, aurvants, and so on, bul their 
Tumuneration is yory small. Still some 
would rather take that email remuneration 
and Keep within tho influence of their 
Christian teachors than higher romwunera- 
tion in the aervica of their Leatten fellow- 
countrymen. Such converts aro to be 
fuuud in cvory Mission. Itie euch a8 these 
who. bring in, converts from heatheviam, 
and uot the Foreign Missionary... 1 do not 
know if there ara any here old enough 
to remembor in connection with former 
troubles ip Troland the tile of ‘Cheap 
Police’ aa applied to cortaio Ministers of 
the Gospul there, Their teachings aud 
theie influence did far mora towards 
the quieting of the country ‘< then 
all the effirts of the Government, 
and thoy cost the Government nothing. 
Missionaries ate the ‘cheap police of civi- 
lization in China, They live among 
pogple in country towns and villages, and 
use every effori to make frivnds among tho 
people, Thoy- show themselres friendly, 
they opon schools, they teach all that will 
listen, they give wedieal holp to tho sick, 
Thoy get but small remuoeration from ther 
Societies. Many as we koow havo to take 
theie lives in theie hunde in isolating them- 
aclves from the opon parts just as the early 


-missionaries did in the Roman Empire. 


Somotimes thoao lead. to, uaval domonstra- 
tiuns or demands for compousation, but the 
protection vf fureignera as sa h, and not-as 
tiesionarios, is the object aimed at. The 
lest outra:o-—more awful in somo of i's deo- 
taila than any ever perpetrated in Chioa— 
in dbutaide of sny possible compeusation. 
No blood-menoy, howorer-larze, will ever 
bo accepted, and no enompsneation in any 
form will evar be oxen discussed. It is 
mon and womun of this kind who are lay- 
ing and qiil continue to lay the foundations 
of Christianity in China, (Loud Applause.) 
Dr E. J: -Litel, Govorament Inspector of 
Nehouls, enid—I rise to aecond this Resola- 
tion. “fo encourage you in congratulating 
the L. M. on haviag completed a century 
of centuries of successes, L_nead uot refer to 
the great men, such as Williams, Moffat, 
Livingtone, who have made the Loudus 
Mission famous.’ Their natces have become 
housstiold words in the whole civilized 
With their work you have been 
familiar from your childhood, Leaving such 
examples of extraordinary. success lo speak 
for thameelves, 1 will copfino myself to o 
humbler topio, to the work of tbe L. MS | 
in Hongkong, Though there aro no snot 
phenomenal world-stirring auoceas to report 
here, the work has borne fruit sach as de. 
eervea your rcoognition. Considering that. | 
sinca the L. M, 8 commenced work here, 
severah thousands of Chinese bave been 
baptized by their agente, that ‘tens of thou- 
sande buve been modically relieved in their 
hospitals, that hundreds of thousanda of 
copies of the Chinese version of ‘the Bible, 
und tracts ianumarable, hava been issued 
from the London Mission Presa, that, besides 
preaching to heathen and Chiretiaos in 
chapel and church, the agents of the 1.. M.S. 
have continually and effectively laboured in 
Hongkong to aid all the other. Missionaries 
in China tu gain a thorough grasp of the 
intricacies of the Chinese Classios and of the 
several forms of Chinese religion, thet the 
Noncvonformist section of this community 
have been materially belped by the London 
Mission in establishing and maintaining the 
local Union Churoh,- that the Government 
also has received substantial assistance from 
‘the agents of tha London Mission in the pro- 
motion of local education,—surely there are 
reasons enough for congratulating the 
L. M. B.on tho measure of success which 
has so-for attendéd their work in Hong- 
kong. I am eure, however, thet nothing 
is farther from tho minds of the local agents 
of the L,M,S., past and preseut, than to put 
thomeclves forward as specttaens of encacss. 
ful worltore, -1 know they would rather 
confess to shortcomings in maoy reapects. 
But one thing most oerteinly they do olaim 
—and thiaie what I consider as the chief 
evidenoe of-roal euocees—-via., that the arm 
of the Lord has not been shortened even in 
Hongkong, that the Gospel, as preaohed here, 
has over andover again asseried its power 
over the hearts of mon,. that tho Spirit of 
God is at work also among the Chinese ovn- 
neated with the L.M.S. as in other,churohes, 
and that for all thie the glory is to be given 
to Gog and to God alone, -Wheu I call upon 
yon, aocurdingly, for an expression of thaak- 
fuloers to God, in this contisction, it is 
tantamount to saying that the Missionaries 
themselves do not cleim to bave achieved 
any partioulur success by their own personal 
merits or efforts, In view of the greatness 
of the abarge committed to them, which 
amounts to nothing less than briaging 
individual goals in all parts of tho world to 
accep! Christ ae their life, and ia visw of the 
Apparent impossibility of the thing. as an 
andertakiog of men, the Missionaries fully 
reougnize their personal helpteasnens, Yet, 
assured as'they are that itis G. d's cause and 
God's work anit that Hie Spirit is operating 
through and in-men, they may well ‘laugh 
ut impossibilities and ory it shall be done,’ 
Thie being ao, 1 focl sure that this Mesting 
aud the whole community of Hongkong 
accept, with gratitude to Almighty God, the 
fact-that the suosess of the L.M.8. and that 
of all other Christian Missions, bere and 
elsewhere, depends not vpoa the abilities, 
efforts or wisdom of the missionaries, but 
exolasively upon the power of Hia who, has 
declared it to be Bis-will that all men shodld 
be saved and come to the knowledge of the 
truth. But in further desiricg you, se 0 
representative ‘mecting . of Hongkong 
residents,’ to assure the L.M.8, of your 
continued joterest ja ite labouta?I havo to 
face the question whether thia community 
tales avy interest in mission worl at all, 1 
an happy to say. that to:m personal kaow- 
ledge Hongkong merebadta have, a 4 wholv, 
alwaye taken a generous interest in mission 
work, ‘and purtioutarly in medigal and 
oducational mistion worl, whenever it was 
foitly and adequately put before them, 
Evety flourishing: Karvpoon Bro in thie 
Colony. sats annually .o Uboral ayaa aside for 
obaritable and’ - miesloaary - purpoacs, tt 
Hongkong mer 
chante that this.ptactico, which dates frum 
the-first etorting of this Colony, is continued 
tothe present day ia the face of many dis 
appointments caused by contact with native 
converts; antdal or [ieee who ouly tes 
often aro nd better Chrietiaos than we our- 
sel¥en are, Bt, Bt come. Uime: or viher, bass 
No. doubt, * oritivlard end ark 
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js only on the surface. If yeu hold a postage 
stamp up agdinet the fight, you seca hidden 
crown which is ordinarily invieible. I verjly 
behieva that if you were to take hold of an 
average Hongkon, merghaot, or say aay 
typical Englishman, and hold him up against 
the light of Gaps truth, you would seo a 
genuive friend ‘of Christian Missions, per- 
chance in the very man who méat keouly 
criticizes and condemns tadividual misaion- 
aries or some particuler methods of their 
work, Thero ie-somothing in missfon work 
which irresistibly commends itse.f to the 
intellect and conscience of every eulightened 
Englishman, Ho looks upon himself and 
otber Britiah merchants os the legitimate 
reprecentatives of the nation's commeroial 
aud iodustrial intoreste, 2nd in hie recroa- 
Eve amusements also he delights in the ova- 
sciousness that he iv giving oxprogsion to 
that energy which distinguishes the Briton 
from other nations, But he cannot help. 
feeling that the pursuit of commerce, like 
that of pleasuro, has a root of, yelliehness in 
it, and that tho daily round of commeroia! 
occupations, oven when syetematioally re- 
lieved by sports, doza not fully satisfy hie 
mind, nor adequately express all that ie in 
him of tho typioul Loglishman's character, 
He has a soul above dollars. The Puritan 
elemont hae after ull decply tinged the na- 
tianal feeling, The millions of pounda stec- 
Jing that are annually subscribed at home 
for mission work, the ¢ver-ineressing gum 
bers of missionaries of all classes uf society 
that aro sent abrosd from year to yoar, 
teatify to him with the irrrsiatible logic of 
hard faote that it ig thevfixed determination 
of av increasingly large section of the Brit. 
ish public that the gospel shall bo preached 
in every land, And 20 the missionary, 
formerly, louked upon a5 o mad-braioed ion 
truder, then aba detestable nuisance, has now 
bucome us legitincte a representative of the 
British nation cs the merchant himself. 
But, whilet crediting ‘the Hongkong com- 
muuity with a messure of interest-in, and 
reapect for, mission work, I must also say 
that far mors scope might be given to thia, 
often latent, appreviation of a noble pur- 
euit, Commercial competition is so keen 
and so eogrosses & man's time, while 
the national desire for recreation absorbs 
bie remaining leisure hours, that very little 
time, energy and thought is left for higher 
things. Bome indeed manage lo cumbine 
active interest in religious work with arduous 
ovmmercial pursuits, but there are onty too 
many who, amidst this whirligig of business 
and pleayura, negleot their inward life and 
starvo their religious insticcts, Indeed, 


there-are numbers_oi_seo fo this Colony, 


‘and ladies too, who whilst at home were 
effective Christian workers and zealous io 


the cause of Missions, but whose ardvur has 


been refreseed by life at high-pressure. 
I appeal to them to rekindle aud fan into 
flame their interest id g work which, a8 
God’s cause, they still bave at heart. Fioal- 
ly, as to those who object to the smalloces 
Of the success achioved sod to the slowness 
of progress-made, I would say remember it 
is God’a work and not men’s, let the eced 
whioh ie being sown have time to grow, and 
give an almighty and ali-wise Gud the 
margin of eteraity to justify himeolf ia. 
The resolution was put to the meeting 
passed unanimonely, and the Rev. Dr 
Chalmers was called upon to reply.

But the 
world had to wait-a contury more fur that 
blessed consummetion, To-night we are de- 
ing uur best to sound another death-knell. 
‘To-us at least bigotry ianot alive, Our com- 
mon faith andlove in the gospel of God has 
kWled it, Our interest in imparting the 
bigasing which exists, we believe, nowbero 
else for our race but in this guspel to the 
Ubinese nation, has killed bigotry, IT must 
also make moention-on tis vocasion of tho 
distinguished generosity of the Hongkong 
community.

1n this Qvlony and its hopes for their oon- 
tinued success,’ beoause I consider myself 
as one of the earliest fruita of-Obristian 
Missiouary lubour,being one of the afr 
licst pupils of the Morrison: School, 
‘Tho first Missionaries that I camo to con- 
tact with were the Rev, W. 0, Milne, it 
the year 1840, and De Hobson, & Modical 
Missionary, They both lived jo BMuocuo ot 
that: time with two American -Mirsionarics, 
De Bridgman and Mr Williams. Tu the 
yeat 1@41 the Principal of the Morrison 
Schuol, the Rev. 8. R. Brown, was obliged 
to leave the Mission Sobool to take a trip 
to Singapore and Malacca for a change of 
air; and tho Rev, Mr Milne took his placa 
jn the achool.: After the retura of Mr 
Brown to Macao, in 1841, he resolved to 
more tho Morrison School to Hongkong. 
Mr Brown, Dr Hobson and some of the 
Morrison School boys came to. visit Hong- 
kong, in 1842, in » Portugaese Lorcha, to. 
seek a place for & Scho.l-House and a 
Hospital, . When wo arrived hore we found 
that this Island was nothing but rocky and 
barcon ground, there were DO foreign houses; 
aud only dor 5 Chinese houses between the 
villages of Wong-nai-chung and Pokfulam. 
We employed s Ubigese guide who took us 
all round in one day, and at night we. were 


obliged to go.on board the Lorch to sleep 
there, Mr Brown selected the top of -s 
Hill near the Wong-neisohuog valley for 
tho Morrison School, and the London Mis- 
sion selected the samo hill for a Hospitel, 
Tho school was moved to Hongkong in fhe 
year 1843, [suppose you all know that 
Morrison School was supported by the For- 
nts in China to commemorate 
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golization of the world, The main object 
of all missiow work is to preach Jeeus Christ, 
to witness alwaya nod in every place that 
the Son of God took upon Bim our nature, 
and died to savo men‘from sin, That great 
object is kept in view in our manifold 
activities, To make this plainor lot mo doal 
briefly with somo of the mission work now 
being done in the colony. Take for exam- 
plo Bible Revision and distribution, Some 
of the moro scholarly among us are engaged 
in the revision of the Qhinese Scriptures. 
‘They aro doing this work not merely 28 
goholars but also as boing themselves mon 
whom tho Bible has inspired and os know. 
ing its power to inspire wherover I is read 
ot preached. Thoir object is to give to the 
Chinese who have long bad tho wise words 
of human teachors, the Divine Word. Tam 
sure that all who raluo the Bible, ond have 
found io its pageg a ‘clear instenction 
and a motive power ta godly living, 
will. be ono with the missionarios in 
this part of their worl, There 
are on this platform missionaries who 
apend no inconsiderable portion of their 
time and onorgy in preaching the doctrines 
of the Bible. ‘Tho buildings in which they 
mect their congregations aro ,not 80 pro- 
minent es your churches; nor .are these 
* preaching halls’ as they aro termod to be 
tanked among the ornamental structures of 
the Colony, yet they ara we. venture to say 
worth a visit, by those who have the tima 
at their disposal, and who have also tho 
inclination to aca far themselves this form 
of mission effort.. .Such persons would find 
(if they came at the appointed hour) atten 
tiva audiences assembled, M 
using their endeavours to ‘present Ohristian 
froth in » mannor native and natural ; not 
preaching, perbaps, but expounding io an 
unconventional o nversntional way great 
Christian themes. You would see men 
striving earnestly to adapt thole methods 
to their audiondcs, and I think you would 
be reminded of the apostolic saying ‘Made 
all things ‘to all mon that 
by all means avo some.’ Your ap 
rociation of “missions would not be 
ossoned by personal knowledge of what {5 
attempted in the ‘preaching bolle. Zam 
sure I may-appeal to you on behalf of tha 
educational work of the various missions, 
To the ladies prosent I would say we ought 
to rejoice that in Hongkong so many Chris. 
tion ladioa are devoting their liven tothe 
task of teaching.Chinose women ond gil 
These Obriatian ladiea ato. helping to tr 
a now generation of wives and mothers, 
Thia ineana a new family life, and it means 
also a national life paritied and sweetened 
atits sources, Tfour work ia to be sound 
ation must form part of it 5 
and the ubjectin raaintainiog mission schools 
is on education not genoral merely but dis- 
tinotly Christian. Farther knowledge of 
mission rohonle in tho Colony would, 
‘I’ am onfdont, tend to further 
appreciation ~ of mission work, Medi+ 
cal work in the hospitals and dispene 
saries ia.an integral part of the Hongkong 
wiseions, Alrealy Medical mission worl 
bas done mush to alley prejudice end ras 
move opposition «It exhibits Christianity 
not merely as a religious faith but as & 
great moral furde, Our dolivagites in the 
medical missions present tho ethical side of 
Chris ianity the ospedt which the Chinese 
can voderttand readily, namely, that of 
nelf-aacrificiog compassion and attive bens 
volence, . In medical missions the afer ia to 
combine healing with preaching in such s 
way that the ‘ministry of healing’ may be 
the means of revealing divine compassion 
for human helplassness and woe, Here, 
too, we ate, I think, on safe ground, when 
we, say we ato astisfied that the more 
you know the more likely you are 
to apprepiats Medical Missions. . There 
is another branch of mission work 
which, I think, must. appeal strongly 
to all present—L refer toe the Orphanges, 
Asylums and Foundling Houses maintained 
by the Missions of the Ooloay. This, too, 
is ‘ho sz,’ 28 the Obineso say--good or 
charitable work. Young ives are saved, 
children aro resoued from want and puffer~ 
ing, sud trained in knowledge and purity 
avd in tho feat of God, For more detallod: 
information sonceroing the work missions 
in Hongkong have done, and ate doing, I 
must refer you to the printed: statements, 
Wo are far from . boasting of resulta; wa 
ara not. self-confident but solf-oritical of 
we are desirous to learn 
us to do better 
wo ate devoutly 
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on other fodndations of the national life, 
‘Weatorn civilization, in which thie Colony 
ho best objact-lessons, ia 
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interest in Christian Missions in paneral,*- 
After the able speeches to which wo ha 
listened and the response you bave given - 
to them, the Committae must feel that 
thoy bave not Isbourod in vain, A deep and 

wide knowledge of the work Christian Mie- 
alons have done in Ching and are doing cans 

not feil to arouse sympathy io Christisa 
hearts, The Londot Missionary Society well 
deserves tha gratitude of thie Colony for the 
founding-of Union Choroh and the support 

it gaya in garlier years to English work ja 
this Catonss for the Missionorics who hare 

so ably filled its pulpit, not least amongat 
whom 1s their Missionar: who opcuples that 
pulpit to-day,—and Mr Bondfield’s work ie 
known to ns all, A sew bird oclony bas 
just been intrdaced into Southern Saxon 

with wonderful sucess, and is being watched’ 
with great interest. Herr von Prosoh was 
recently awarded a gold medal for his labours 

in introducing tropical birds with their 
beautiful plumage and fine song into Ger~ 
many, Despite the ridicule of many they 
stand the olimate well.
